Curious M o n um ent. 
Possibly the most unusual monument S 
in existence is that at Waterloo, in the 
garden of a peasant. It Is erected to 
the leg of the Marquis of Anglesea, 
then Lord Uxbridge, who commanded j 
the British cavalry aDd who suffered 
the amputation of his leg immediately 
after the battle. The monument, which 
is shaded by a weeping willow, bears 
an appropriate epitaph. 
The battle of 
Waterloo w as fought .Tune 18, 1S15, but 
the marquis did not die until 1854. H e 
thus had the pleasure of seeing a mon­ 
ument erected to part of his anatomy.
